Immediate Delivery System. 


The immediate delivery of letters an 


other mail matter by special messenger 
will go into effect in Decatar and in all 
other towns of 4,000 inhabitants or ove 
on Thursday, October 1st Postmaste 
Lytle some days ago received a supply o 
the new stamps, each having the faoo 
value of 10 cents. When a letter arrives 
with one oC theeo 10-cent stamps on it 
the letter is registered and banded imme 
diately to a special messenger who goes 
out of the office and quickly delivers the 
same. The government gets two cents, 
and tho messenger gets eight cents, and 
he receives no other compensation. The 
system will prove quite profitable and 
will interfere somewhat with the tele- 
graph revenue. Suppose at C o'clock this 
evening o party desired to get on import 
ant message to some one ia a remote part 
of Chicago. By writing a letter for tbe 
special delivery and sending it to Chicago 
on the night train, the message on its 
arrival there at about 7 o'clock in tae 
morning, would bo delivered promptly, 
md for 10 cents a much more satisfactory 
tateraent could be made than any that 
me usually crowds into a telegram which 
costB from 25 cents to a dollar or more. 
Che postmaster has the stamps for sole, 
nd partieB in the city, business men and 
thorn, who wish to avail themselves of 
ho new postal convenience, can secure a 
upply at tho ollice.
